In our two previous articles we 
explained how the writer's system 
of contract bidding handles the 
overcalling of opponents’ bid when 
holding two and one-half or three 
nnd one-half quick tricks: When 
holding one and one-half or two 
quick tricks or a biddablo — suit, 
you should overcall o ponent's orl- 
ginal bid with this suit; c.g. South. 
the dealer, bids one heart, you sit- 
ting in the West, overcall with ane 
apade. You immediately inform 
purtner that your hand does not 
contain two and one-half auick 
tricks or you would have  over- 
salled with one no trump, but that 
your hand does contain at least one 
and one-half quick tricks and on 
biddable spade suit. With this 
information partner will not catry 
the bidding too high. 

The overcalling of an opponent's 
bid therefore is summed wp as 
follows: 

1—A double of an opponent's 
bid would show three and one-half 
quick tricks. 

2—Overcalling opponent's suit 
bid of one with one no trump 
showa two and one-half or three 
quick tricks. i: 

3—Overealling opponent's bid 
With a suit bid shows a biddable 
suit and one and one-half or two 
quick tricks. 

If partner makes an original 
suit bid and the opponents over- 
call with a suit bid, if you were 
now to bid the dpponent’s sult you 
would show no losers jn that suit 
and normal support for partner's 
bid and would invite a slam; e.g. 
partner bids one heart, opponent 
bids one spade and you bid two 
spades, This shows no losers in 
spades, normal sitpport in hearts, 
and inform partner that there is a 
possible slam in the hand. 

If partner had not bid and the 
opponent were to bid a suit bid 
and you overcalled with the same 
suit, you would simply be showing 
ene and one-half to two quick 
tricks and would inform partner 
that you ‘really held a biddable 
suit in the suit named; opponent 
bida one spade and you bid two 
spades. If you held two and one- 
half or three and one-half . quick 
tricks you would bid a no trump 
or would double, but you may just 
hold a biddable spade suit and one 
and one-half quick tricks, there- 
fore you should bid two spades in- 
forming partner that you hold a 
biddable sprde suit and one and 
one-half to two quick tricks. This 
hid is used due to the fact that 
many players are now employing 
payebic hids: 

Overealling Opponent's Bid With 
A Jump Shift Bid. 

We have now taken up the hand- 
“Hinge of all overcalls showing up 
to three and one-half quick tricks, 
but supposing that partner has not 
bid and the opponents bid one 
heart and you bid two spades.

Not only in the United States, 
yn throughout the wntire civilised 
world, will the shock of the Lind- 
kergh baby murder be felé. It is 
a truly terrible climax to the kid- 
napping of the little child—one 
which will arouse f{eellnys of 
horror everywhere, Of all the 
crimes that were ever committed, 
there is none so cowardly as the 
killing of an innocent little child; 
it becomes doubly revolting when, 
as in the case of the Lindbergh 
baby, it follows the forcible kid- 
napping of the child and discloses 
the utmost brutality-in the taking 
of the Hfe. It is almost inconcciv- 
able that in the present age of en- 
lightenment, in a great country 
like America, there should exist 
organised gangs of human mon- 
sters who can descend to such 
depths of moral depravity as those 
responsible for the murdering of 
this little fellow, the idol of 
parents whose names stand so 
high in the life . of — their 
country.. There’ ‘can be | to- 
day no mother or father. 
in any civilised country. who will 
not feel deeply for Colonel and 
Mrs. Lindbergh in the great tria! 
they huve been called upon to 
bear. They have, for week after 
week, been hoping against hope 
that their baby boy might be ren- 
tored to them; at Inst, they have 
been thrown into almost incon- 
solable grief by the knowledge 
that their little one is no more. 

Coupled with the universal sym- 
pathy felt for the bereaved there 
will be an intense fecling that no 
punishment could be too severe 
for the perpetrators of the crime,

The Sanctity of Treaties. 


Both in the political and in the 
economic sphere there is a strug- 
gle between those who uphold the 
sanctity of treaties in all circun:- 
stances and those who® regard 
treatics as merely applicable to 
temporary conditions.. Far | East 
troubles, European unrest, the 
move to repudiate the Free State 
Treaty. the doubts that have 
arisen as to the payment of debts 
and. reparations, the resist- 
ance to serious measures of dir- 
armament, are all phases of this 
dispute between those who insist 
on treaties as absolute and those 
‘who consider treatics as relative. 
It Is properly said that if treaties 
are to be repudiated oem modi- 
fied because they become oncrous, 
the whole basis of civilization will 
be undermined. The: doctrine of 
“scraps of paper" if aceepted will 
leave the world at the mercy 
arbitrury desires 
unscrupulous foree. If such and 
such clauses of: the Versailles 
Treaty, for example, arc to be torn 
up becanse they embarrass one of 
the parties, what guarantee will 
there be that the rest will be res- 
pected? And. if. the Versailles 
Treaty is thus shattered, what 
trust can be placed in any other 
treaties? Everything will be in 
the melting pot. No arrangements 
will be valid. Countries will be- 
have in accordance with their good 
pleasure and thelr military might. 
That is one view, and it must be 
confessed that it docs not secm 
unreasonable. * The opposite view, 
pushed to extremes, is clearly un- 
reasonable. Engagements, whe- 
ther taken by China and Japan, 
or by Germany and-France, must 
obviously, as far as possible, be 
executed.

years ago was used — sparingly 
ecause or its high ‘price, ia now 
available at a lower price. 

The use of rubber in which there 
has probably been the. greatest 
activity during the last year is as 
mountings for the mechanical 
parts of the car. There is scnrce- 
ly a description of a new American 
model Ithat docs’ not empHasise 
that the engine {s carried on rub- 
ber. The docs not mean simply 
the insertion of rubber pads be- 
tween the engine and the frame, 
but rather the use of special 
mountings which climinate all 
solid connexions between the me- 
tal parts. 

Other places where there has 
been Snerensed interest in the use 
of rubber are evident from the re- 
ferences which are made to vibra- 
tion dampener lfises secured to 
the drive shaft through rubber 
hubs,. and to clutch disc mount- 
ings made of rubber, ; 

Preventing Vibrattuns. 

Further means to prevent vibra- 
tions being transmitted tu the car 
and. passengers consist in secur- 
ing the flywheel to the crankshaft 
through rubber bushings. This 
construction also tends to damp 
out the noise of the starting gears, 

The application of ruber to 
spring shackles, where “its use 
may entirely climinate the neces- 
sity of lubrication, has Jed to 
many ingenious designs. Some 
of these consist esuentially of rub- 
ber bushings instnlled in the 
spring eyes und of sufficient thick. 
ness to tuke up the rotary motion 
produced by the deflection of the 
springs; in others entirely new de- 
signs care: employed which show 
little resemblance to the conven- 
tional shake. 

Rubber spring shackles are now 
atundard construction in several 
makes of cars; their use grently 
simplifles chassis lubrication and 
eliminate the rattle caused by 
worn shackles. . . 

Another use of .rubber which 
may contribute materially to the 
comfort of riding is its applica- 
tion to cushions und upholstery, 
Sponge rubber in combination with 
rubber stripa,-pneumatig cushions, 
mete] springs, and the Hike figures 
largely in most designs for rubber 
upholstery.:

Novel Innovation in. 
England. 


OTOR racing has beef res- 

vonsible for many innovations 
which, when proved successful: In 
use, have eventually been adopted 
in thd make-up of standard pro- 
duction cars. 


A recent departure from con- 
ventional gear lever practice has 
been introduced In many of the 
sports model Hght cars used for 
racing in England and on the 
Continent, Instead of the usual 
long -xear change lever with its 
wide radial) movement, what -fs 
termed “remote genr control” is 
now being ured by many racing: 
men. 


The object of this latest trend 
is to bring the change genr lever 
close up to the steering wheel, so 
that it Is convenient for snappy 
and easy gear changing and at the 
aame time only calls for a very 
short hand travel in the course of 
gear shifting, In some cases an 
attachment is fitted to the gear 
box, there being o_ tribular 
aluminium extension backwards to 
a point just in front of the driving 
seat, : 


At the end of the extension there 
is either a ball or grate change 
in miniature and a short lever. 
The movement of this lever, which 
is close ‘to the driver's left hand, 
is “reproduced «at the gear-box, 
usually by a shaft working within 
the hollow extension, The ad- 
yantages of this arrangement will 
Ue obvious to most motorist. 


There is no necd for the driver 
to reach forward for the lever, 
while a change of gear owing to 
the short travel of the miniature 
lever roughly Jeaves it in the same 
position, thus assisting year shift- 
ing and lessening the effort in- 
volved. Several makes of these 
fitments are already being mar- 
keted in England — suitable {for 
attachment to a nymber of popular 
makes-of British light cars. 


The “remote gear control” is an 
attuchment that, owing to its 
accessibly-placed lever and the 
reduced movement necessary to 
change gear, will be sure to ap- 
peal to women drivers.

Do Not Hoatd Wheel 
Too Tightly. 


More offort is required to control 
ond steer a car’ when travelling at 
low apecds In clty traffic than when 
a moderate or fast pace {8. main- 
tained on the open rond, which 
sometimes accounts for ‘undue 
fatigue of which novices sometimes 
complain while getting accustomed 
to driving. ‘ + 

But a more common cause for 
fatigue is occasioned by the habit 
of gripping the stcering-wheel 
tightly at all times, so that the mus- 
cles of the hands and arma are con- 
tinually under stress, - 


This, of courac, prevents the 
wheel from being moved freely and 
hinders the sensitive control neces- 
sary with the natural tendency of 
the front wheela to return to nor- 
mal straight position on their own 
account after taking a curve. 


The facility for the front whecls 
to castor freely and with accuracy 
is casentinl both for the safety and 
comfort of the driver, and, there- 
fore, this nection should .not be 
hindered by undue interference by 
the driver, ds happens when the 
wheel is gripped too tightly.

opernting costs, owing to excess

Salient points stressed by this 
English expert were that the 
weight distribution of conven- 
sional cnra is entirely incorrect 
for snfe operation at high specd, 
while waste of power’ duc to wind 
resistanee assumes huge propor- 
tions. Jfe cited tests conducted by 
Roll-Royce, in England, which in- 
dicated that at 77% m.p.h. only 
44 hp. was required for a pro- 
perly ‘streamlined car, as con- 
trasted with 78% hp. for one of 
conventional build. 

I Reducing Afr Resistance. 

An additional 22 h.p. would have 
been necessary if similar body i 
room had been required in the 
tvhe .body asin the 
stréamlined one. Briefly, stream- 
lining. reduces air resistance by 
half, while at 60 m.p.h. the stand- 
ard saloon car of today consumes 
no less than 75 per cent. of the 
power given off at that speed in

Other advantages are freedom 
from engine heat, fumes, -and 
noises, and more room for pas- 
sengera. It is worthy of note 
that many leading 
engincers -in America endorac 
Burney’s idens, but voice the 
opinion that the time is not yet 
ripe for such a radical change in 
car design, as ita unconventional 
appearance might not find ready 
accentance by motorists. The 
Burney type of car will eventuate,- 
but the change over from nresent 
standard types will, it is predicted, 
be gradual.

Alarm at the proposal to 
put on the road moter police 
in plain clothes fs: expressed 
by one of the many readers’ who 
have written to me this week, 
writes Sir Malcolm Campbell in a 
Home journal. : 

My correspondent docs not ap- 
pear to like the idea, He says. he 
regards it as tantamount to the 
inatitution of a species of high- 
way spy syatem, the main purpore 
of which is to trap tho unsuspect- 
ing motorist. He thinks that all 


of uniformed police officers on the 
roads will be nullified the moment 
the plain-clotheas men are substi- 
tuted: and he professes to find 
something “un-English” in the pro- 
posal, but he docs not tell mo how 
he arrives at this conclusion. 
Iam sorry to appear ‘o lack 
sympathy with anyone who shares 
my Interest in the problems of 
the rond and its use, but in this 
case J am unable to agree with 
my friend. . 
I imagine that he has still in 
his‘mind--he may nav3 been a 
victim—an experiment curried out 
some two er three years ago in

mounted on powerful motorcycles, 
denfiftely became agents — prova- 
catcura to lure the motorist . into 
exceeding the speed Hmit . 


Temptation, 


It was denied that this was the 
intention of | the reaponsible 
authorities, and J am quite willing 
tu accept the statement ns 
accurate, but, whatever the  in- 
tention, it worked out -in that 
way. Nine motorists out of ten 
when passed at a high speed by 
any other vehicle are unable to 
resist the temptation to “have a 
yo” at the other fellow, and there 
were many cases brought for 
exceeding the twenty-miles limit 
in which the unwary motorist was 
undoubtedly tempted by these 
high-speed policemen. 

Quite justifiably, I think, this 
sort of thing was described as un- 
English, and the practice had a 
very short life. 

But conditions are altogether 
dlfferont to-day. There is, no 
speed limit, -and it is impossible 
to believe that the plain-clothes 
motor police ‘nre to be used to 
provoke the motorist Into driving 
to the common danger, which is 
virtually the one offence of speed 
which can be committed under the 
new law. On the’ other hand, I 
see more than one advantage of 
the new scheme. The plain-clothes 
men should be able to bring to 
book the real rond-hog, who un- 
fortunately still: flourishes and 
who at the moment gets ample 
warning to desist from his 
hogging untit he is out of sight 
of authority. . 

Every decent motorist will’ ap- 
plaud any means that may be 
adopted to stamp out the really 
inconsiderabl: and aclfish type of 
driver, who is so difficult to catch 
under present conditions.. If the 
new police achieved no more use- 
ful work than that they would still 
justify themselves. But they will, 
T think, be of inestimable ure in 
assisting to put down motor 
banditry, which has recently as- 
avmed such disquieting propor- 
tions. : 


Uniforms a Warning. 


Obviously the uniformed branch 
is at a disadvantage in this mat- 
ter, because the usual patrol orcas 
are fairly well known to the 
bandits, and the patrol advertises 
itself, to the abvious profit of the 
wrongdocr. : 

No! I cannot see the smallest 
objection to. the new motoring 
police, and even if there were a 
little something in my correspon- 
dent's fear I would remind him 
that we cannot have it both ways 
and that the benefits will far out- 
weigh the evils of the plan.

“BOWLING FEATS 


London, May 13. 

The Weather Clerk's boycott 
‘against cricket seems to have 
intensified. In three of the 
matches commenced on Wednes-

The State Governor yesterday 
wrote to Mr. Lang stating that 
the circular was illegal and must 
be withdrawn, . 


Mr. Land refused to comply and 
the Governor thereupon demand- 
ed Mr. Lang’s resignation. 


The general election already 
pending In New South Wales fs 
now fraught with vital constitu- 
tional importance. Meanwhile 
the Governor has requested Mr. 
leader of the United 
Auatralin Party, to form a pro- 
visional Government, pending the 
dissolution. 

Mr. Stevens was Treasurer of 
the Inst Nationalist Government, 
and assumed the leadership of 
that party, under {ts new name 
avhen Mr. Bavin, former Premier, 
retired from politics -last month.

wealth Government was deter- 
mined to defeat his purpose and 
countered by introducing in the 
Federal Logisinture, a Bill nulli- 
fying the proposal.—Rexter.
